- Dr. P. Cyril James announced 
on Monday that $4% million had 
been donated to the university by 
John Wilson McConnell. 

McConnoll, who is a leading 
figure in Canadian finance, pu- 
blishing and industry was born on 
July 1, 1877 in Muskoka, Ontario.

Into Accounts 

Agenda Overhaul Discussed 
At NFCUS. Convention 

OTTAWA, OCT. 7 — (Special to the Daily ) _ Several . 
important Issues made their debut in committee this after- 
noon as NFCUS rounded out its fourth day of discussion 



Perhaps the most important ot 
these dealt with accounts kept 
by the Federation. A resolution 
introduced by one of the McGill 
delegates called for a committee 
of six Student Society presidents 
to be set up for the purpose of 
looking into finances of the cen- 
tral administration. This came as 
the result of dissatisfaction ex- 
pressed by many delegates as to 
the amount and vagueness of in- 
formation being released on the 
subject. The motion was passed, 
the I newly-formed committee 
being allowed one day for their 
examination. 

AGENDA CRITICIZED 

Also under fire during the pro- 
ceedings was the agenda. It was 
felt that a disproportionate 
amount of time had been spent 
debating the acceptance of last 
year's resolutions,' time which 
might be better spent looking 
into more important and contro- 
versial issues such as bursaries, 
scholarships and federal aid to 
universities. Thus a motion was 
introduced calling for the inaug- 
uration of a Resolutions Com- 
mittee- which could review the 
issues beforehand, presenting 
them to .the National Congress 
in a single block. Opportunity 
would be given for the delegates 
to veto any component resolution 
thought to be unsuitable. This 
possible innovation will be put 
to a vote at Thursday's Plenary 
Session. 

MORE DISCUSSION 

Another Issue which received 
some attention was the notion 
thaj there should be more time 
set aside for discussion among 
the Presidents of the Student 
Societies. The only period of- 
ficially delegated for that pur- 
pose ,this year was two hours 
last Sunday evening. 

This afternoon saw the con- 
clusion of much of the work 
done in Commissions this past 

week. Their findings are to be

reviewed at the Plenary Ses- 
sions on Thursday. 

The Commissions ... adjourned 
here around 5 pm this afternoon, 
leaving by bus for Rideau Hall 
where the delegates will attend a 
reception given by His Excel- 
lency the Governor - General.'

Should Change 

The men of Wilson Hall have 
started a movement which they 
hope will change the habits of 
every McGill student. 

They propose to have willing 
undergraduates robed in black 
academic cloaks. 

Approaching the Arts Building 
steps Monday morning, this re- 
porter was confronted by four 
men cloaked in monastic drapes. 
Moving closer cautiously, we 
could hear one of them babbling ' 
about the condition of the student 
body at McGill. One announced 
boldly that they were out to make 
McGill "more like a university 
and less like a glorified high 
school." Someone asked how they 
proposed to accomplish this feat. 

The robed ones nodded know- 
ingly to each other and the spo- 
kesman of the group stepped for- 
ward. "We propose," he said, "to 
have every undergraduate, Who is 
willing, robed in a black gown."

In 1938 McConnell became pu- 
blisher of Die Montreal Daily Star. 

McConnell was noted not 
only as a business man, but also 
for the enormous amount of good 
that he has done for Canada. He 
has been called the "Prince of 
Philanthropists". 

In 1914 he headed a private 
campaign which collected $7 mill- 
ion for McGill University. McConn- 
ell donated the Winter Stadium in 
1954, and on January 4. 1958. he 
gave the University $lMt million 
for a long range building program. 
A McConnell Scholarship Fund has 
been founded. 

In recognition of his outstanding 
service to the ' Dominion and the 
University, he was nominated Gov- 
ernor and member of the Executive 
Committee. 

McConnell. now 82, is still cons- 
idered by those who know him to 
be a very active man, both in 
sports and In his work.

Eeculiarly aching quality of the 
lues guitar, a voice as finely 
controlled as a master's puppet, 
and the dominant personality of a 
successful fullback, has made it 
without losing too of the "human 
touch", and in his climb he has 
gained a great deal of polish. Mr. 
White now earns a good part of 
his daily bread in the watering- 
places of urban sophisticates but 
last night at Scope's Moyse Hall 
concert he royally entertained a 
standing-room only house of not- 
yet blase students with a pot- 
pourri of poignant blues, easy 
joke songs, and thoughtful cyn- 
ical satire that moved effortless- 
ly to form an enjoyable evening 
out, and something more . than 
that. 

Mr. White Began his career as 
a sensitive talented often un- 
employed singer of songs that 
protested because Negroes do not 
always receive fair treatment, 
especially in the American South, 
and because the poverty of the 
depression era inspired rebellion 
in the sensitive. His first import- 
ant album was "Strange Fruit" 



The strange fruit of which Mr. 
White sang was the body of a 
lynched Negro suspended from a 
Magnolia tree ; when some memb- 
ers of the audience shouted 
requests for this song Mr. White 
chose instead to sing less loaded 
material. The transition from 

Erotest to less-protesting attitudes 
i perhaps a natural accompan- 
iment of age and success, and Mr. 
White carries both of these .well. 
He has become a chronicler of 
the love affair, a story-teller 
with the guitar, and mostly, a 
man who can entertain his fell- 
ows, sincerely and well. It was a 
good night out, and when the 
blues and the guitar were tog- 
ther, there were memorable mom- 
ents. Mr. White is the best in
